READY FOR THE FICHT. 
REPUPLICANS CONFIDENT OF VICTORY. ~ 

The Republican party of Chicago never went 
into a local election so well organized, with so 
much encouragement, and with the same hope 
of victory as this morning. The closing day's 
work of the campaign was an excellent one, and 
when the crowd dispersed last evening there 
was every reason to believe that the vext news 
would be that of victory for the friends of de- 
cency and good government. From early morn- 
ing to the close of/the day the Republican head- 
quarters were crOwded, jammed, and packed with 
voters and leaders of the ward clubs anxious 
to get their instructions, and ascertain the 
prospect in other wards than their own. The 
reports brought in were every one of them 
favorable, and it seemed to be settled, as far as 
such a thing could be beforehand, that a Repub- 
lican triumph was certain if anything like a fair 
election was had. 

There has been some doubt about the result in 

THE COUNTRY TOWNS, 

but reporte received at headquarters yesterday 
are very encouraging. Mr. Humphrey, the can- 
didate for Commissioner in the Sixth 
District, has deen working with great 
vigor, and appears to be certain of beating both 
Conly and Skelly. He reports a strong feeling 
in bis district in favor of Huck, and promises to 
keep both that candidate and Mr. Healy ahead 
of Hesing and Finerty. In fact it appeared yes- 
terday as if Keeley was going to run ahead of 
Hesing in Lemont, the largest town in the dis- 
trict. 

The election of Ayarsin the Second District 
appears certain. ‘The decent citizens of Evans- 
ton cannot abide Schultze, and have expressed 
themselves so forcibly to that effect that 
the Opposition have been frantically rushing 
around to find a more acceptable man. The re- 
suit of the dissatisfaction will probably be the 
splitting up of the vote on three candidates, all 
of whom Mr. Ayars will beat. 

Mr. Tabor, id the Fourth District, has met 
with much encouragement in his canvass of Lake 
and the other towns, and his friends predict his 
election by a handsome majority over Crawford. 

THE BALLOT-BOX GUARDS. 

Great credit should be given by the men of all 
parties to the Republican Central Committee for 
their endeavors to keep the election pure and 
free from fraud. This Committee have organ- 
ized a force of men under the command of Gen.

One very excellent precaution to be taken by 
the Guards at each precinct is to ascertain with 
all possible accuracy the name of the tirst and 
the last voter of the day, 60 as to be able to 
swear tothe fact afterwards. It is hoped by 
this means to be able to prevent the addition of 
names to the poll lists after they have been 
taken away from the polls.

him in.” Tue manner in which the fraudulent count- 
ing is to be dome was discussed by the members of 
the Opposition Campaign Committee to-day, and fully 
decided upon as follows : 

First—Whenever it is possible, Repubhcan cha!- 
lengers are to be excluded. 

Second—But if there are Republican challengers 
present, this course is to be pursued: The ballots 
are to be sorted into several piles, as 
the Hesing pile, the Huck pile, and the 
Keeley pile, before any count or tally is made. 
Then the attention of the Republican challenger is, if 
possible, to be cirawn away for a moment, when the 
person designated for the purpose will withdraw one 
or more files of the Huck bailota and substitute an 
equal pumber of fresh ballots for Hesing, If this fails, 
that is ifthe Republican challenger is vigilant, the 
sorting and counting will be delayed until every effort 
is put forth to exbaust mag oye and induce him to 
desert his post, Finally, if he stands firm, sees every- 
thing, hears everything, and insists upon knowing 
everything as tothe count, rendering fraud in hie 
presence impossible, he is to be forciviy ejected from 
the poll room, leaving the corrupt judges to perpetrate 
the contemplated fraud without interruption, This is, 
in substance, the plan—s plan deliberatey concocted 
in the Opposition headquarters by the Opposition 
Committee, Itisfor you, electors, to frustrate this 


plan. We point out the danger that you may guard 


the polis with large numbers of true men, not only 
while the voting continues, but every moment until 
the count is in, completed, and announced. If the 
Republican challengers are to be driven from the poll- 
ing places, there must bea large force of Bailot-Box 
Guards to receive him and to insist that he be promptly 
reinstated.

GEN. LIEB, 

the County Clerk, is doing all m his power for 
his master, and yesterday culmioated his cam- 
paign career by a deliberate infraction, of the 
highest law in the State in the hope of*aiding 
his owner. Both he and his deputy. Comiskey, 
were at the Opposition headquarters a good 
portion of the day swearing in deputy clerks to 
administer oaths to challenged voters, aud 
using the great seal of the County of Cook to 
authorize them. . 

This action of the County Clerk is in direct 
violation of the constitution of the State, which 
says in Art. 10, Sec. 9, that “The number 
of deputies and assistants shall be determined 
by rule of the Circuit Court to be entered of 
record.” 

The Circuit Court of Cook County has entered 
no rule to cover this action of Lieb's, and it is, 
consequently, utterly illegal and void, and the 
deputies attempted to be made have no author- 
ity of law whatever, and cannot swear a voter 
so a8 to qualify him to exercise the right of uuf - 
frage. 

Republican challengers should remember this, 
and challenge every vote offered when actom- 
panied by an oath sworn to before comp of these 
pretended deputies. Every vote put into the 
box on the strength of such a certificate is void, 
and will be thrown out when the matter is 
brought beforea proper tribunal. Even if it 
should be received by the judges, keep track of 
ail such votes, and report them to headquarters 
for action by the Committee. 

CONTEMPLATED FRAUD EXPOSED. 

Convinced that a fair election would defeat 
Hesing beyond a doubt, his gang have begun 
ther work of trickery and corruption. be 
Chairman of the Republican Campaign Commit- 
tee exposes one trick in a letter given below, 
and points out the remedy very clearly. It 
should be followed as well in other precincts as 
in the one named, if the same state of facts is 
shown. Following is the letter: 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

HEADQUARTERS REPUBLICAN CAMPAIGN COMMITTEF, 
CuicaGco, Nov. 1.—News comes to these rooms at this 
hour (10 o’clock p. m.) that the judges in the First 
Precinct of the Thirteenth Ward can neither of them 
be found, and no ballot-box has been sent to the pre- 
cinct, This is a very strong Republican precinct, If 
there be other cases of the kind, let voters assemble, 
elect a judge and have bim take the oath before a Jns- 
tice of the. Peace or Notary Public; send him with a 
certificate immediately to the County Clerk's office, 
and there demand a ballot-box. In the meantimea 
good box should be constructed or procured, made as 
near the form of the common baliot-box as possible, 
and, in case of failure on the part of the judge to se- 
cure a box from the County Clerk, let the judges ex- 
hibit the box made to the voters, that they may see 
clearly that no ballots are in the same, and proceed in 
the ordinary way to hold their election, 

Vaters should not leave the polls in such case until 
they have voted, No dastardiy dodge should be al- 
lowed to prevent a fair ballot.

Heretofore the Sheriff 
or last, Mr. Bradley did—had issued a similar 
proclamation on the eve of election, as the law 
expressly directs, but Agnew bas not called on 
the Mayor about the matter, and has not issacd 
any orders to the saloon-keepers.

THE POLICE. 

In order to learn what arrangements Superin- 
tendent Hickey bad made to guard the polls and 
protect the voters, he was called upon, and stat- 
ed that be had ordered every officer and patrol- 
man on duty. The Captains will hold a force in 
reserve at their respective beadquarters, and 
there will be a reserve on duty at the Central 
Station. in case of serions disturbance theze 
forces can be concentrated by telegraph in avy 
part of the city in a very short time. The Bu- 
perintendent said he would do all in his power to 
protect the ballot-bozes and enabie the citizens 
to vote; and he believed the force at his 
command sufficient for any emergency. When 
informed that some of the men under 
his command could not be trusted on account of 
their affiliation and connection with the mob- 
ocracy, he said he would take care of them, and 
would enforce order at all bazards. But it is a 
well-known fact that there are a npumber—quite 
a large number—of men on the police force who 
would club a good map, or force him to retire 
from the polis when some of the rough de- 
manded it. There are men on the force who are 
no more to be trusted than the plug- uglies about 
the polls, nor half so much as some of them.

Governor and Commander-in-Chief, 
THE POSITION OF THE GOVERNOR 
may be stated as follows: He is present in the 
city in his official capacity at the request of the 
citizens of Chicago. He has no disposition or 
inclination to interfere with the election, and 
has directed the mustering of the First Regi- 
ment to guard against riot and bloodshed. The 
members of that organization are to remain at 
their armory, and not to appear on the streets 
unless called to suppress tumult. This call will 
not be made savein the event thatthe civil 
authorities, either through inefficiency or disia- 
clination, manifest their inability tocheck dis- 
order. He does not apprehend any disturbance, 
but anticipates that the precautions taken for 
ite prevention will estop those who would other- 
wise incite riot from starting such a calamity. 
CALLING ON THE MAYOR. 

The Governor and the Merchants’ Committee 
the latter composed of Mesers. George Armour, 
Chairman, George P. Kellogg. Jesse Spalding, 
George M. How, U. M. Henderson, and A. Wil- 
lard—called upon Mayor Colvin at his oflice in 
the City-Hail yesterday, just after noon, to con- 
fer with him in regard to the protection of the 
voters and the ballot-boxes to-day. Gov. Bev- 
eridge asked Mayor Colvin if he needed any as- 
sistance, and the latter told him be did not; he 
thought the force at his command enough 
to ve order and protect the 
voters. Tie Governor said he had been 
called upon by the Merchants’ Committee. 
and had also received information from others, 
which caused him to believe there was necessity 
for additional protection. He would order the 
First and Second Regiments under arme if his 
Honor thought it necessary. Bat Mr. Colvin 
sat back in bis chair, and rather arrogantly in- 
formed the Governor that he could get along 
without any military or other assistance; he 
believed the 600 policemen of the city would be 
able to take care ot it. He bad issued a procia- 
mation ordering all saloons to close, and he an- 
ticipated no trouble of a serious nature. 

Messrs. Armour, How, and Spalding en- 
deavored to show him the necessity of taking 
great precautions K „ against riot and 
fraud at the polls ay, but Mr. Colvin was 
not to be coavinced. It was plain to be seen 
that be would not do anytbing to relieve the 
minds of those who feared that the organized 
mob were prepared to stuff the baliot-boxes, re- 
peat their votes, and hurl peaceable opponents 
trom the polis.

Yesterday all day was a busy ove around and 
in the offices of Judge Gary and the clerks of 
the Superior Court, who wore kppt busy in mak- 
ing out naturalization papers for those anxious 
to become American citizens, and be able to cast 
their votes to-day. The Council-chamber and 
court-fooms were both used, aud in the former 
Clerk Stephenson had two deputies who swore 
in the applicants desirous ot partaking in the 
benefits and :riguts of freemen and of fore- 
going all allegiance to their Motherland. Judge 
Gary hed his hands full. The deputies and their 
clerks made out the affidavits, which were sworn 
to in the Council Chamber, and jafterwaras sent 
the applicants to the room of Judge Gary, who 
certified as to their correctness. It requires two 
affidavits in each case, one from the applicant 
himself and the other from a witness. These 
are filed away as records, and néturalization pa- 
pers are issued upon these statements. 

At noon, when the offices closed in order to 
allow the Judge and his clerks to get their lunch, 
not less than 100 persous were waiting in the 
hall, which number was greatly swelled by 1 
o’clock, when the doors reopened. By 12 niuety- 
nine papers had been issued. Ibe following is 
the record since Oct. 25,of the number of 
naturalization papers issued 4 the Superior 
Court: Oct. 25. 21; Oct. 26. 26; Oct. 27, 42; 
Oct. 28, 82; Oct. 29, 135; Oct. 30, 180; to noon 
Nov. 1. 99; total, 585. |

NEW YORK. 
THE PROSPECT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chieace Tribume, 
New Yorn, Nov. 1.—The campaign closing 
here to-night has been one of the sharpest and 
most exciting for years. The result in the State 
is still doubtful. Both sides are conmiident, and 
the leaders are singularly sanguine. Althoagh 
the Democrats have the prestige of Tilden’s 
campaign against the Canal Ring. it is doubtful 
if they are succeseful. On the State ticket at 
any rate they cannot succeed without the help of 
at least 50,000 Republican votes. Many Bepub- 
licans who encouraged Tilden’s raid on the canal 
thieves are unwilling by adverse votes to curtail 
bis powers for further reform. They are willing 
to vote him a Canal-Board, in consonance 
with his own views, but Tilden, by 
bis campaign against the Canal Ring has alien- 
ated many thousand Democrats; besides, he has 
slighted many prominent Democratic leaders, 
such as Magee, who controls ail the southern 
tier of counties, by ignoring him, in nominating 
candidates without consulting Magee. On the 
other hand Thurlow Weed and Reuben Fenton 
have come to the aid of Fred W. Seward, who 
leads the Repubhean ticket, probably as much 
out of old love for his father as for present love 
of the son. Fenton’s letter in support of the 
Seward ticket is worth at least 10,000 Liberal 
votes for Seward. Weed has organized many el- 
ements for the occasion, aod worked as if he were 
young again. 1 calculate to-night that the 
Democratic State ticket will not have more than 
15,000 majority in New York, nor more than 
5,000 in Kings County, which will make the race 
in the State very close. As forthe Tammany 
local tickets, several of its candidates will be 
very badly beaten.

New Yerk Herald. 

Oct. 16.— The Aretic ship Pan- 
fora, by Caps. Aliea Young, with 
Len Lillingston, Royal Navy, as second in au- 
thority, bas just arrived from her exploring 
soyage in the Arctic sens. She touched at 

Ivigtat, South Greenland, July 30, having met 
vith ice of Cape Farewell, in a strong wind, 
mthout accident. Proceeding close to the coast, 
riews of magnificent scenery were revealed and 
etched by our artist. We reached Dieko Aug. 
7 nd found the Alert and Discovery already 
gone north, while the Valorous had gone south- 
ward. We stopped here for twelve hours, and 
then proceeded up Waigat Strait to Coal Cliffs 
Kodlik, where we took in forty tons of coal. 
Twelve hours after we experienced a dense fog 
io the northwest, and gale up Waigat Strait. We 
bored the ship to an iceberg which capsized in 
the night with considerable risk to the ship. 
We visited the interesting settlement of 

gyarsusuk, where we bought dogs and 
— @ number of Esquimaux women to 
t in coaling. We reached Upernavik 
on the 13th, but only stopped one hour, in order 
tosend Lemers ashore to buy more dogs. The 
Governor came aboard and informed us that the 
Alert and Discovery left there July 22. He con- 
‘sidered the season favorable for navigation, 
owing to the prevalence of northerly winds dur- 
ing the spring. We bore away from Upernavik 
under sail, with a strong south wind and heavy 
rain threatening a gale, and on the evening of 
the 16th arrived off Cape York. I make the fol-

abled to force our way through loose ice until 
night; then we came to a soli 
f m Hape Rennel to the weetnor as far 
at could be seen from aloft. Witba bright, iey 
sky from the south to the northwest we were 

in forced to anchor to the ice, taking advan- 

o of the opportunity to fill up with fresh water. 

B 10 o'clock a. m. the following dav we dis- 
covered a small lane of water along the southern 
shore, through which we forced the abip, 
which apparently led toward Limestone Island. 
A change now occurred in the weather. This 
morning it was freezing hard, with « temper- 
ature of 27 deg. Our rigging was complet 
covered with frozen spray. Now dark clouds 
arose in the south, the barometer began to fail, 
the wind to rise, and bissts from the southeass 
were continuous. 

We at last succeeded in forcing our way to 
Limestone — where we landed and left a 
record, ed inside of Limestone toward 
evening, — were again enveloped in a thick 
fog, which made navigation very perilous work. 
It was dark by 9 ock, and we bad a high, 
rocky coast on our port seam, a solid pack on tue 
starboard, a wind on shore, and fog, darkness, 
and rain torrents which prevented the coast from 
being eeen more than a cabie's length. The stars 
were invisible, and, to crown all, there was no 

compass, for our compasses were utterly useless, 
and we had to grope along in the gloom like a 
blind man, steefing by tne wind, which might 
change at any moment and put us on shore. We 
nevertheless got through the night without acci- 
dent, but it was g o’clock before we eould ses we 
were off Cape Granite and steering « fair course 
along the land Early in the forenoon we passed 
THE FARTHEST POINT REACHED 
by the Fox when stopped by the pack before re- 
turning to Regent Inlet. and here there was not 
a particle of ice to be seen te the south in the 
direction we were going. We were now navigat- 
ing waters where no ship had ever been able to 
enetrate before, unless, indeed, the ill-fated 
bus and the Terror may bave gone down here 
on their last voyage. All on board were now in 
@ fever of expectation. We were now within 250 
miles of King William’s Land, near. where the 
Erebus and Terror were abandoned after two 
winters in the pack. and if we found no ice m 
Peel Sound we were sure of reaching the point 
aod picking up more relics of the lost expedi- 
tion,—perhaps even some of Sir John Franklin's 
aper, not a scrip of which bas ever been found. 
— if we reached there, we felt hopeful of 
making the Northwest Passage, the dream of 
navigators for centuries. 

The wind now came around to the southwest, 
but as vet we bad no sun to guide us or enable 
us to take angles or directions; so we followed 
close along the Somerset coast line. 

We seemed to be penetrating into quite anoth- 
er climate, for we were in an iceless sea and the 
cold sting had left the air. The land was quite 
bare of snow, except where we got a glimpse of

In tbe afternoon, we passed a rookery of gulls, 
secure in their lonely isolation on the face of the 
rocks at a piace where the vegetation formed ap 
extensive green patch down to bigh- water mark. 

We keep a good Jookout onthe shore with a 
powerful astronomical telescope, and cairns are 
constantly reported, but they prove, upon in- 
spection, to be huge granite bowlders, with which 
this coast, and especially the ridges, are strewn. 
At 6 in the evening we reached Ross Cairn, on 
the coast of Somerset, left by him and McCliv- 
tock iu 1849, when they came around the coast 
from Port Leopold on foot in search of Bir 
John Franklin. 

After divine service, Capt. 
found the record left by Ross, * it, 
and another record of his own. 

Again, in the night we were enveloped by fog 
and obliged to heave to and wait until morning 
brought a clear atmosphere. 

Once more the suo’came out clear and bright 
as we again flew down the Sound, rapidly dimin- 
ishing the distance to Bellot's Straits. 

It was one of the loveliest days lever saw, 
and rather like what one would expect on some 
sunny southern sea than this grim, unknown 
Peel Strait. Ita waters were as amooth as glass, 
and reflected the rfys of the sun ina flash of 
dazzling light that blinded the eyes. The air 
was as soft and mild as a May morning. In the

There was still the chance that the ice might 
break up, if we waited, and let us through, al- 
though that now seemed scarcely probable; but 
if it did not we would be inevitably caught in 3 
2 where there could be no sible objection 

wintering. As we were still too far from 
King William's Land to attempt reaching it this 
sommes. and a spring or winter search could not 
to produce any further results after 
the j journey of MeClintock and Hobson, Capt. 
Young went ashore again on Roquette Island

NO MORE CHANGE FOR THE BETTER. 

Away to the southeast, oa the shore of Somer- 
set, we could see the buge, loweriug, perpendic- 
ular cliffs of rock that form the monster gate- 
way to Beliot’s Strait, and beyond the const of 
* ye Felix, bending away to the son thwest, 

igh promontory just on the horizon, the 

eastern exiremity of the Prince of Wales’ 
lead; all between this and Leothia, in the 
direction of King William e Land, au unbroken 
plain of rugged Ravsmock ico. 

It was with sad faces we took our last look 
south over this ghostly plain, against whose 
dead, heavy, silent imertia all our high hopes, all 
our fiery enthusiasm, all our rose-colored expec- 
tations, broke in melancholy gloom. . We were 
only 120 miles from King William's Land. We 
almost imagined we could see it, and if we could 
only get there we thought we might be ture of 
making ths Northwest Passage. 

This pack is probably no more than 50 miles, 
and yet nearly 6,000 miles between Soutbamptoo 
and Han Francisco. There was only this one 
little obstacle—this mere curtain, as it were—io 

us, but it was as eifectual a barrier to aship 
as 50 miles of granite. Reluctantly Capt. Young 
decided to turn his ship's 
HEAD TO THB NORTH. 

There could be po possible use in wintering 
here. It would be far better to return to En- 
gland, and come back next year with a crew 
fresh and heaithy to try it again, and this is 
what he decided to do. 

A CAIRN BUILT. 

We built a cairn on the island and left a 
record, aad then returned to the ship. The iwe 
had now already crept far up both shores, as 
though trying to surprise and cut us off. Tue 
berg we had observed at first, 10 miles off, was 
slowly coming toward Roquette island. As the 
pack moved north there was a channel in the 
middie of the strait still open, and through this 
we hastily made our escape. The race through 
Peel Sound proved to be a close one, ice follow- 
ing from south and also coming down from the 
north. Next day we were nearly jammed de- 
tween them. Just off Cape Pennell the fog 
lifted, and one morning we found the bigh rocky 
coast starboard of us two or three cables 
length. We had scarcely room to put ship 
about, but succeeded, and were driven into 
Peel Strait, the ice rapidiy closing the out- 
let. Young saw the ice. formiog on the 
waves hke oil, and rising and falling without 
breaking. At last we found a lead closed at the 
farther end by a broad neck of ice. This we 
Gharged and got through. finally making our 
— through Lancaster Sound without acci- 

enn. 

Capt. Young then decided to try again to find 
traces of the English expeditions by thoroughly 
searching the Carey Islands, and, if finding 
nothing there, to go as far north as Littieton 
Island, We reached North East Island Sept. 11, 
and landed within sight of a cairn island cov- 
ered with snow, and a furious snowstorm biow- 
ing before we gotaway. Upon lauding and ex- 
amining the cairn we found Nares’ record ad- 
dressed to the Admiralty, by which it appeared 
the expedition were all well, baving safely 
crossed Melville Bay and gone up Smith Sound, 
with every prospect of a favorable season.- Ole of 
the most favorabie perhaps ever recorded. We 
reached Disco Sept. 20, left there Sept. 24, pass- 
Cape Farewell Oct. 2, and ran to the Channel be- 
fore a terrible northwest gale, the worst Capt. 
Young said he ever saw. 

EXTRACTS FBOM CAPT. YOUNO’S JOURNAL. 

The following is an extract from Capt. Young's 
journal: 

Pee. Srnarr, Sept. 1. Wo are in deep bight 
in the ice. Ali southward one unbroken pack 
across from side to side. Fitzroy Iniet full. 
Bellot’s Straits packed close. The spring tides 
bave passed away, and there is no hope of get- 
ting further south this season, for the winter 
has already set in with the usual accompaniment 
of gales, sleet, aud snow, and the nes ice is rap- 
idly forming on the waters. I am very loath to 
turn back, apd am strogzung on against hope, 
if even to reach Beliot’s Straits, where we 
could hold on in comparative security longer 
than we could possibly do bere. Te remain 


| in our present position in Peel Strait is out of 


the question, as well as purposeless. We are 
bourly in danger of being beset, ard once beset 
are imprisoned for the winter without a harbor, 
and in a position which wonld leave us power- 
less to accomplish anything. From this posi- 
tion we could merely follow, by siedging 
in the spring, the footsteps of that 
veteran explorer, MeClintoek, to King William 
Land, under the seme cooditions. without 
hope of further result, and in that case we 
should run the risk of the ship not being re- 
leased next summer, and a consequent autumn 
return, probably ending our hitherto successfai 
voyage in a disaster. 

I cannot omit this opportunity of expressing 
my gratitude to my officers and crew, who at this 
eritical period of the voyage were only too 
anxious to push forward, and shared equally 
with myself their disappointment at the sudden 
arrest of our progress, aud this crusher to all 
our hopes of making the Northwest Passage this 
season. 

A RUN AGAINST nut WITH AN ICE-PACK, 

Serr. 3.— We are running back under reefed 
sails out of Peel Strait. The temperature is 26 
degrees, with squalisand snow. We stop to sound 
oceasionally the unexplored depths of this sea, 
on which no chip has ever been known to sail, and 
by the evening of the 4th we are passing around 
Limestone [sland, the temperature falling to 24 
degrees. As we approach an enormous pack 
which lies close tous on our port hand and 
threatens completehy to cut off our retreat, I 
could just see at intervals between the snow- 
storms a email thread of water, perhaps half 3 
mile wide, and I determined to run a race against 
time with the pack andtry to pass Cape Ren- 
nel before it impinged completely on the land 
eens“ of the northwest gale that was 

blowing. Itwas, in fact, our only chance of

back tothe southwest we should cer- 
— have been shut in for the winter and pushed 
on with the fast-increasing darkness and gloom 
of the coming winter night. It was a dreadful 
night; the wind increased to a violent gale, 
with hail and sleet. and bliuding drifts, and we 
threaded our way in the dark, the white glare of 
the pack on one hand, the gleam of the snow- 
clad land on the other, being our only guide. 
Once only during the night a solitary star shone 
out for half an hour, giving the belmsman a 
oint for the direction of the ship. As the wind 
ased, the temperature fell to 18 deg. F., 
pad the spray froze over the ship as it fell, and 
midnight our decks were full of snow, which

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


THE TROUBLES at OSAGE AGENCY. 
Special snespatch to The Chieaoo Tribune. 

Kansas Crry, Nov, 1.—The following are the 
particulars which led to the recent uprising at 
the Oeage Agency, and which came near costing 
Agent Gibson his head. Gibson undertook .to 
distribute the supplies bought with the general 
fands of the tribe to such Indians only as he 
claimed were civilized aad loyal to him—princi- 
paliy the most depraved and worthless of the 
tribe, to the exclusion and negiéct of a large 
majority of the intelligent Indians. Of course 
those of the tribe against whom this unjust dis- 
crimination had been made rebelied against 
such proceedings and placed a guard over the 
property, and the worthless life of this ar 
rogant Gibson would bare been sacrificed 
had it not been for the interference of the very 
Chiefs and mea whom he has long and persist- 
ently outraged. Hard Robe, the best Indian in 
the tribe, as spokesman, has ordered Gibson to 
remove immediately ail goods off of the reserve, 
and, upon telegraphic summons, the Superin- 
tendent of Indian Affairs bas gone to the 
Ageney, and will endeavor to preserve peace 
among the Indiens until the Department has 
time to adjudicate matters. Information from 
the Agency says that Gibson was terrified 
at the determined and menacing posi- 
tion of the tribe, and at once dispatched 
post haste to the Cheyenne Agency for 100 
cavalry, and, on the arrival of this support, 
he proposes to force the wronged Indians into 
submission to his outrages. Ihe appearance of 
Supt. Hoag upon the scene will doubtless quell 
the disturbance and insure peace. The Indians 
are greatly incensed aud thoroughiy aroused, but 
their unbounded respect forand confidence in 
Supt. Hoag will enable him to hold them in 
check until a higher power shall quiet the 
tro ubled waters.

Mr. Hestno’s “‘free-speech” meeting at 
McCormick Hall last night proved to be noth- 
ing more dignified or consequential than a 
Devil-Fish pow-wow.

Mr. Hock, the candidate for 
Treasurer, is a German, and Mr. Hair, the 
candidate for Clerk of the Superior Court, is 
a representative of the Irish people. They 
are nominated by a party which has earned 
its success in the past chiefly by its devotion 
to the political rights of all men, without 
distinction as to race, sect, or color. The 
fact that Mr. Hesive has descended to 80 
palpable a misrepresentation is another proof 
that he has little confidence in his success to- 
day, and is straining every point, not stop- 
ping at falsehoods, to win in the desperate 
fight. 


THE ENOW-NOTHINGS OF TO-DAY. 

There can be no right-thinking man, whether 
of native or foreign birth, who can contem- 
plate birthplace as a political test without 
the deepest regret. We have but one Con- 
stitution and one citizenship; we are in law 
all Americans alike. The Constitution wisely 
provided against the presence in this country 
of a permanent alien population by provid- 
ing for the speedy assimilation of the foreign 
immigration into the American body politic 
as members of the same common political 
family. The evil of having an unwilling 
alien population was averted by liberal pro- 
vision for naturalization, and the evil of a 
variety of nationalities in the one population 
was guarded against by an exclusion of all 
political tests resting on the birthplace of 
the citizen. English, Germans, Irish, and 
other Europeams, were placed on the same 
political equality in each State with Ameri- 
cans born in the other States, and the theory 
was that an American citizen was to be recog- 
nized as such without reference to the acci- 
dent of his place of nativity. 

On more than one occasion attempts have 
been made to overturn this principle of our 
Government, the most conspicuous attempt 
being made in 1853-4, which has passed into 
history as the Know-Nothing episode in Amer- 
ican politics: That movement sought the 
proscription of persous of foreign birth, and 
the good sense of the American people 
silenced it, and forever, within less than two 
years of its inception. 

We appeal to the good sense and reason of 
the German population of Chicago whether 
they can conscientiously afford to counte- 
nance or support a political combination of 
all persons of foreign birth in the election of 
public officers in this county. There has 
pever been an occasion in this city when 
the native-born citizens have shown any 
hostility to the election of foreigners. The 
City Council and the Board of County Com- 
missioners have for many years always had a 
majority of foreign-born citizens among their 
members. The Board of Police Commission- 
ers and the Board of Public Works have had 
generally four out of the six Commissioners 
of foreign birth. The Sheriffs of this county 
during the last eighteen years have been 
chosen frequently from foreign-born citizens. 
The Clerks of the County Court have been of 
foreign birth for eighteen years. The Clerks 
of the Circuit Court and the Clerks of the 
Superior Court have been selected from the 
Germans and Scandinavians for many years. 
In all the subordinate positions under the 
local governments persons of foreign birth 
have been largely represented. To the office 
of County Treasurer foreign-born citizens 
have been repeatedly elected. There has 
never been any attempt ‘at an exclusion of 
any man from office because of his foreign 
birth. At this very time there is in nomina- 
tion on the Republican ticket Mr. Hucx, a 
German; Capt. Hazy, an Irishman; and 
other: persons of foreign birth, with some 
Americans. 

But Hao and Ln, controlling two 
newspapers printed in German, having long 
been personal enemies, have united and or 

ganized an exclusively foreign ticket, and- 
placed it before the people of this county for 
the sole purpose of excloding persons of 
native birth from office. They have united 
the Germans, Irish, Scandinavian, Holland- 
ers, Bohemians, French, Poles, Austrians, 
and all others of foreign nativity, as a dis. 
tinct political party, and have in addition 
and attached to their party 
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from the keeper of the most aristocratic 
gambling-house to the runner of the lowest 
brothel. With this exclusively foreigu party 
and its criminal allies, Hesmva and Lizs have 
placed in n@mination a list of candidates, all 
of them of foreign birth,—excluding all per- 
persons of native origin. 

We therefore appeal to the foreign-born 
citizens of Chicago, and especially to the 
Germans, whether they can, as American cit- 
izens, consistently give their countenance 
and support to a Foreign Know-Nothing par- 
ty, having for its object not only the political 
disfranchisement of Americans, but placing 
the criminal population in actual control of 
the Government of the city and county. If 
the combination of the Americans to disfran- 
chise naturalized citizens was infamous and 
repulsive, what must be the designation giv- 
en to a combination of the foreign-born citi- 
zens to exclude native-born citizens from po- 
litical rights and equality ? 


TO THE CHALLENGERS. 

The most important duty to-day devolves 
upon the challengers selected by the Repub- 
licans. The very result of the election de- 
pends upon their faithfulness, vigilance, and 
courage. There has been ample warning of 
the purpose of the Hesrnc-Lizrs-McoDonaLp 
crowd to carry the election by fraud,—by re- 
peating, by ballot-box stuffing, by any and all 
the corrupt practices known to base and des- 
perate politicians. The only protection that 
honest voters have against this purpose is the 
challengers. The Hrswo party have the 
judges and clerks in all the wards where the 
ballot-boxes are likely to be stuffed, and have 
refused their opponents the usual safeguard 
of a representation in the election boards. 
They cannot, however, lawfully refuse to ad- 
mit one challenger inside the room where the 
ballot-box is kept. If any challenger is re- 
fused admittance, he must be prepared to 
enforce his lawful demand. The prob- 
ability is that the police will sustain 
him in most of the precincts; but, 
if there-is a failure to do this anywhere, the 
honest voters must furnish sufficient force to 
sustain the lawful right. If there are half a 
dozen, or even two or three, precincts in this 
city where the honest voters are not repre- 
sented by a challenger inside the judges’ 
room, that omission alone may be enough to 
defeat the honest vote. More ballots can be 
stuffed into the box at one precinct in a few 
minutes than can be honestly voted in a dozen 
precincts all day long. 
The law requires that the ballot-boxes shall 
be publicly exhibited before any ballots are 
taken, in order to show that they are empty. 
Every challenger should see the bor in his 
precinct at this time, aud never lose sight of it 
rom that moment until after the vote is 
counted. He cannot leave it to eat or drink 
without danger. He must not be enticed 
on any pretext to go into another 
room, or step outside, or turn his back. 
If the ballot-box is transferred from 
the polls to some other place for the purpose 
of counting the vote, the challenger must fol- 
low step by step to see that some stuffed box 
is not substituted for the genuine box in which 
the ballots have been deposited. He must 
insist that no outsiders shall be permitted in- 
side the room where the ballots are taken, 
and especially when they are counted. He 
must watch the clerks of election to see that 
their lists of names do not leave vacant spaces 
on each page to be filled up by fictitious 
names for which corresponding bogus ballots 
may be supplied. He must also endeavor to 
keep a careful and accurate account of the 
actual number of ballots cast, and watch that 
not more than one ballot goes into the box at 
a time. The challengers should uniformly 
keep their temper, and allow no amount of 
personal epithets or abuse to betray them in- 
to a resentment, so long as they are not at- 
tacked physically. If they are, they must 
defend themselves, and call upon their friends 
and thie police to protect them by every 
means at hand in standing by their sacred 
trust. 
Frauds on the ballot-box are worse than 
forgeries, or embezzlements, or raised checks, 
becaſise these offenses are easily apprehended 
and the offenders brought to justice, and be- 
cause the suffering they cause is individual 
and rare. But the frauds on the ballot-box 
are at once forgeries and raised checks in 
principle, and the entire community is be- 
trayed thereby. The defeat of the popular 
will by fraudulently overcoming the honest 
votes cast is the most serious danger that 
threatens our people. It is a despotism of 
the very worst character. 
The oaly hope to escape from this despot- 
ism in Chicago is in the vigilance of those 
who have accepted the positions of chal- 
lengers in behalf of the honest voters. 
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TO THE “‘ RESPECTABLE NON vor ERS.“ 
It seems to have become a fashion of late 
years to affect an indifference to voting. Two 
members of a large German firm of manu- 
facturers, Who have an immense property in 
this city, were heard to say within a day or 
two that Mr. Hm ought to be defeated for 
the good of the city, and that they would cer- 
tainly vote against him, if they voted at all. 
These gentlemen, who employ 100 men, are 
representatives of a large class, — men who 
would vote right always if they voted at all, 
but who appear to be utterly indifferent about 
going to the polls. Many of them seem to 
think that there is something degrading about 
exercising the elective franchise, and dismiss 
the whole matter with the remark that 
politics has become so low that they want 
nothing to do with it.” Yet these men de- 
liberately ignore the fact that what they sneer 
at so contemptuously under the name of “ pol- 
ities controls the amount of taxes they pay, 
the stability of their business, the extent of their 
profits, the safety of their homes, the repu- 
tation of their city, and the administration of 
the laws. They forget that politics is de- 
graded because they and the respectable non- 
voters refuse to exercise their rights and do 
their duty as American citizens. They over- 
look that it has been repeatedly demonstrated 
that exposure and denunciation will not de- 
feat public plunder, and that it can only be 
stopped by the votes of all men who are in 
favor of the pure and economical administra- 
tion of public affairs. 

There is not a tax-payer or good citizen in 
Chicago but feels in his heart that Mr. Hzs- 
ING is at the head of and in the hands of a 
most dangerous gang, which includes the 
great mass of the political scoundrels, the 
gamblers, the roughs, and the villains of all 
classes, and that he ought on that account 
alone to be defeated. Some of them of Ger- 
man birth may compromise with their 
consciences and vote for him on grounds 
of nativity, pecuniary sympathy, or personal 
fmendship. Some of them, strong Demo- 
cratic partisans, may think that Mr. Hrarmo’s 
election will be of benefit to their party, and 
vote for him on that account.

ACTION OF THE POWERS IN REGARD TO TURKISH 
REPUDIATION, 
London J'vunes. 

Panis, Oct. 15.—Contrary to what the papers 
bave announced, the French Government only 
sent a note this evening to the Porte on the sub- 

ect of the financial question. This document, 
t is said, only draws the attention of the Otto- 
man Government to the excitement produced by 
the recent decision and the necessity of reassur- 
ing those whose interests are affected. Before 
sending this note the Duc Decazes is said to have 
addressed dispatches to the Goyernmeots most 
interested in the maitter—England, Austria, 
and Italy—in order to ascertain their views 
with regard toe collective understanding with 
the Porte. Two Powers, Italy aod Austria, are 
understood to have hastened to reply. Austria 
would sesm to hyve recognized the necessity of 
doing something, but wished first of all to know 
the intentions of the French Government. As 
to the Italian Government, itis said to have ac- 
cepted with great readiness the idea of a friendly 
collective negotiation with the Turkish Govern- 
ment. The eagerness of the Ltaiian Govern- 
ment is explained in a somewhat curious way, 
and thi ows light on the strange relations which 
the two Powers established at Rome produce on 
the country. The Catholic party in Italy has, 
since the arrival of Victor Emanuel at Rome, 
considered investments in Italian stocks as 
encouragement given to the aggression against 
the Holy See. refore the priests and their 
artisans have invested their savings in Turkish 
as being moreover more remunerative. 

It is officially stated to-day that Italy an 
annual revenue of 60,000,000 francs from Turkish 
bonds, and consequently this sum is now di- 
minished by one-half.. Hence the consternation 
is greater because the large majority of bond- 
holders belong to the middle classes, by whom 
the loss is sevorely felt, and who are the more 
frightened because they think that the Italian 
Government will be indifferent to the loeses 
ofits adversaries. The Government, however, on 


the contrary, seems very desirous that its pro- 


tection should extend to all Italian subjects, 
and this is why it has hastened to receive the 
overtures of France so eagerly. England alone 
has up to the present moment not answered, 
because, it is said, Lord Derby is away from 
London, and because at this time of year the 
communication between the Munistry is neces- 
sarily slower than when Parliament is sitting. 
But the French Government is said, while wish- 
ing to act with the English Foreign Office, to 
think that any loss of time would be dangerous, 
and to have decided to send a note which 
opens the discussion without prejudging the 
question, and without preventing any ulterior 
understanding with the other Powers, I do not 
know if other Governments have also been 
sounded, a fact which does not seem probable, 
Germany and Russia being but little interested 
in the question. At the same time, the last 
measure of the Grand Vizier, announced to-day 
by telegraph, whereby the Ottoman Bank is 
authorized to come to an agreement with foreign 
bondholders for a collective syndicate at Con- 
stantinople, seems to indicate that the Porte 
itself understands the necessity of reassuring 
the financial world and the countless bond- 
holders who to-day think themselves robbed.

CUBA, 
SPAIN AND THE UNITED STATES, 
London Témes, Oct. 16, 

It seems almost superfinous that a prompt de- 
nial should have been given under official iu- 
piration at Washington to reports, emanatiag, 
it is said, from Paris, and possibly concocted for 
Stock-Exchange purposes, which attributed to 
the American Government the intention of pro- 
voking an immediate rupture with Spain on the 
ground offered by the Cuban difficulty. The 
statement was that the United States “had diplo- 
matically threatened to recognize the belligerent 
rights of the Cuban insurgents if hostilities were 
not closed on the Ist of January next.” But, in 
fact, there never was a time in which the Amer- 
ican people were less disposed to meddle in their 
neighbors’ affairs. It is not that the United 
States are afraid of Spain, feeble as she is, dis- 
tracted by a rebellion at home, and overwhelmed 
with debt. The Americans think that they 
could sweep the Spaniards out of the Antilles in 
a month. Very probably they are justified in 
believing thie, nor do they conceal their belief, 
But, though they feel thus confident in 
their strength if war should unfortunate- 
ly be forced upon them, they are noi, 
in one sense, prepared for war, and are de- 
cidedly not prepared in any sense for the com- 
plication of difiicuities, political and social, 
which, even after a war crowned with all i in- 
able successes, Would meet them in Ouba. The 
forbéarahee with which the Government of 
Washington hae treated Spain during the long 
provocations of the Cuban difficulty is, there- 
fore, easily to be explained, though it contrasts 
sharply with the language of sympathy which 
the popular organs of American opinion employ 
in speaking of the insurrection, aod not less 
with the notorious ambition of the Southern 


States iu years gone by. 

Yet, though Gen. Grant’s Administration has

The enormous expenditure of 
human life and of acc treasures, the 
horrible sufferings not only of the combatants, 
but of innocent and helpless women and chil- 
dren who can neither fight nor fly, the disastrous 
drain upon the exchequer of an embarrassed 
State burdened with another conflict of even 
greater gravity ov its own soil, the scandalous 
waste of natural resources, unequaled in the 
world for their abundance, —these aspects of the 
Cuban iusurrection have been under the eyes of 
the world since the Creole population first rose 
against the power of Spain. 
more forcibly to the American people than to 
the public opinion of Europe, for the Americans 
bave the suffering, the embarrassment, and the 
ruin much nearer to them than they are to us. 
There are at least ten chances of a collision be- 
tween the United States and Spain through the 
recklessness of the Spanish military authorities 
in the Autilles A= one of a similar dilliculty 
with any European power. 

It is indisputable that the American Govern- 
ment and the American people have the 
strongest reasons to desire the restoration of 
peace in Cuba, but howthey can give effect to 
their wishes isa very doubtful and delicasc 
question. Afteryearsof fighting the Govern- 
ment of Madrid scems as far as ever from any 
prospect of extinguishing the insurrection. 
Arms are still smuggied into the isiaod for the 
use of the rebels, who hold out in the swamps, 
the forests, and the mountainous districts 
where no Spanish soldier can pursuo them. 
Only the other day the Government at Washine- 
ton learnt—sombwhat too late, of course—that 
an English steamer had been purchased at New 
York by ‘‘the agents. of the Cuban Govern- 
ment, and had toward the end of September 
landed forty-eight Cuban refugees, eight field- 
guos, and a considerable number of small arms 
and ammunition near Sugoa, on the coast of 
Cuba. About the same time the new Presi- 
dent of the Cuban Republic, Senor Aguilera, 
made his way from Jamaica. where he had found 
an asylum, and, with several officers of his 
staff,” succeeded in evading the vigilance of 
the Spanish cruisers and in penetrating to tho 
central positions held securely by the rebels. 
These operations have been repeated over and 
over again whenever the resisiance of the re- 
voited Cabans appeared to flag, and it is beyond 
the power of Spain to prevent sympathizers with 
the insurrection from organizing expeditions to 
aid and comfort the insurgents. Yet, while the 
conscription in Spain is dragging all the man- 
hood of the country into the ranks with the 
hope of crushing Carlism, while two-thirds 
of the revenue of the oountry, accord- 
ing to Senor Salaverria’s admissions, 
are devoured by the insatiable War 
Department, we still hear of transports ordered 
to sail with reinforcements for Cuba, where they 
will do no more than those who preceded them 
have done. It is high time that Gen. Jovellar 
and his colleagues make their choice between 
Cuba and Spain. The fortress of mountains 
within which the Legitimist Pretender holds 
his ground in Navarre and Guipuzcoa still 
defies the Alfonsist armies, and the languor 
of the national commanders has al- 
lowed the hard weather to creep on 
them before they have even attempted 
to strike at the centre of the Carlist strength. 
The long and severe winter will painfully try the 
temper of the raw soidiery of Quesada, mauy of 
them natives of the warm south, while the 
Basques, bred among the snows and the moun- 
tains, think hghtly of the frosts and the. bitter 
winds. These considerations are the source of 
many misgivings at Madrid, and they tend to ex- 
cite Carlist hopes in the same propor- 
tion as they depress the spirits of the 
Alfonsiste. Only Carlists will 
accept the story that Spain 
dismembered, in order to satisfy the claims of 
Don Carlos, by the erection of the Nortbern 
Provinces into a separate kingdom over which 
he is to rule with the consent of his cousin, and 
on equal terms with her. But the fact that such 
schemes are mooted is worthy of the attention 
of patriotic Spaniards who think that Spanish 
honor would be sullied if Cuba were allowed to 
go her own way. If the Cortes, the elections 
for which, according to the latest reports 
from Madrid, wul be held on the 20th of Decem- 
ber, should be areal representative Assembly, 
itisto be hoped that some members may be 
found in it bold enough to say—there will be 
many assuredly keen enough to see—that it is 
better to abandon a distant dependency which 
cap never be governed, save by military power, 
than, by dividing the strength of the nation, to 
incur the risk, at any rate for years, of dismem- 
beriag Spain. Colonial Empire may be worth 
fighting for, but itis adespicabie possession 
compared with national unity.

The Ultrameostane Doings in the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Buntix, Oct, 14.—-The Bavarian Ultramontane 
doings attract lhttsie attention here. Were there 
not other circumstances proving the impotence 
of the Ultramontanes to affect the policy of the 
Cabinet, their position would be sufiiciently 
marked by the dierespectful tone of the proposed 
address. Only a party who have abandoned 
all hope of success, and look upon 
agitation and noisy clamor as the sole 
tactics left them, could have thought it 
expedient to use such censorious language 
in approaching the King. ‘Their only object 
in this, as, indeed, in everything else, according 
to the Liberals, is a deliberate wish to fill the 
minds of the lower classes with a vague aread of 
coming commotions, and to prepare them for 
forming an Ultramontane view of these com- 
motions should avy really come ov. There is 
also an evident desire to convince the King of 
Bavaria thatthe prerogatives of his Crown are 
being surrendered by his Cabinet to the German 
Emperor. But this attack has been parried

Frightfal Locomotive Explosion 
Near Somer ville, N. . 


Five Persons Killed Outright, and Over 
Thirty Badly Scalded. 


Minor Mishaps. 
FRIGHTFUL EXPLOSION. 
Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 1.— The boiler of the engine 
Centralia, of the Easton & Amboy Railroad, ex- 
ploded about 8 o'clock this morning at the Rari- 
tan siding, near South Somerville, N. J. The 
engineer, thegjforemap of the labor gang, and 
three other men were killed, and thirty-three 
laborers were. scalded, some of them fatally. 
The cause of the explosion is said to bave been 
the wornout condition of the boiler and the lack 
of water kept in it. Th. engine left Bound- 
brook about 7a. m. with s constraction-train, 
consisting of a caboose and a number of empty 
gravel-cars, for the purpose of assisting in the 
repair of the road. Th i hed to 
the rear of the directly in 
front of it was the caboose and another contaia- 
ing about forty-eight laborers. When the train 
reached the siding, about 2% miles west of 
Boundbrook, it was ran upon a side-track in 
order to allow the eastern-bound passenger-train 
to passe. While standing bere, the boiler of the 
engine, without any warning, exploded, wreck- 
ing the locomotive, shivering the caboose to 
atoms, and pouring steam and boiling water 
into the carin front of it. The laborers occu- 
pying the caboose, unoongcious of danger, were 
talking and laughing together, and, when the 
shock came, were gcattered like leaves be- 
fort 3 hurricane. Some of them were dior 
through the roof and sides, and by the force of 
the explosion were lifted 20 or 30 fees into the 
air. But eight men escaped uninjured. Many 
were severely woutded by flying fragments of 
the care and enginu, and two or th are sup- 
posed to be fatally scalded. Five were killed. 
almost outright, The boiler was carried high 
in the air, and landed about 100 feet from the 
scene of the disaster. Engineer Thomas G. 
Copie, who was instantly killed, was 45 years of 
age, and leaves a family. He had been in the 
employ of the Company only three months. Al- 
len King, aged 30, Lrakeman, was instantly killed; 
leaves a family. Eenry Nicolai, an Italian la- 
borer, was killed. Patrick Feeney, a laborer, 
died about an hour after being taken from the 
wreck, Col. Palmer H. Thompson, foreman of 
the labor-gang, was burned about the body and 
injured interually. Hediedabout4p.m. He 
was commander of a Pennsylvania regiment of 
militia during the late war, and leaves a wife and 
one child, When the physician came to attend 
him, he said, *‘ Attend to others first ; I am not 
hurt as badly as they are.” Before dying he de- 
seribed how the force of the explosion had 
throwo him bh the roof of the caboose, 
and 30 feet high. hile fallag he thought of 
clutching the telegraph-wires, which he saw 
many feet below him to break bis fall. but, 
thinking it would be useless, refrained. He 
lighted on a tie, which broke in one of his mbs 
and burst in one of bis lungs, which produced a 
fatal internal hemorrhage. It has been reported 
that two men have sioce died, but the report 
cannot be verifed. About two minutes after 
the explosion, the eastward-bound passenger- 
train—for which the construction train had been 
waiting—arrived at the scene of the diaater, and 
the employes lent all the assistance in their pow- 
er to ameliorate the paius of the wounded and 
care for the dead. After the wouoded were 
taken to Newark 
were immediately and 
pronounced the recovery of two or three of the 
sufferers very doubtful. Boundbrook was the 
scene of intense excitement, as the explosion, 
though it occurred two and a half miles from 
there, was distinctly heard. Wood-choppers 
working several miles dis‘ant heard the rever- 
berations avd burried to the scene. Many 
stories were afloatas to the cause of the acci- 
dent, but in the excitement that prevailed it was 
impossible to ascertain where the blame rests. 
Some of the inmates of the caboose say that a 
few minutes before the explosion they 
saw the engineer forcing coid water into 
the boiler by means of an injector, 
and if, as reported, the water was low in the 
boiler, this, in all probability, was the cause of 
the terrible tragedy. Other stories were to the 
effect that the boiler was old and unfit for use, 
having been in a weak condition many years. 
Although the members of the Coroner's jury, 
which wae soou summoned, declined to express 
an opinion as tothe cause of the accident, it 
was evident that they had pretty decided opin- 
ions about the matter. An inquest will held at 
Boundbrook next Thursday, whens thorough 
investigation of the case will be made. 

EASTERN FRESHETS. 

Mancrester. N. H., Nov. 1.—The Merrimac 
has risen several feet yesterday and to-day, on 
account of the severe storm of Saturday night, 
and serious fears art entertained for the safety 
of the river wall built by the Amoskeag Company 
to straighten the river. The wall is built of 
solid masonry, 15 feet high and nearly haifa 
mile long. On account of the narrowness of the 
river channel and great pressure of sand on the 
inside, about fifty feet of the wall show signs 
to-day of giving way. The damage is already 
estimated at $5,000. Other rivers in New Hamp- 
shire and Maine show a heavy rise. Some 
bridges, a dam, and one mill were swept away 
on Creek aad Little Ossippee River,

THE TOBACCO CROP. 

LovisvIiiz, Nov. 1,—A review and statistical 
record of the leaf-tobacco trade of Louisville 
for 1875, published to-day, says: ‘‘The year is 
almost ad memorable as its predecessor, though 
it will be remembered with very different feel- 
ings asa season of shrinkage and loss everv- 
where to those engaged in handhng the staple. 
It is in striking contrast with the buoysney in 
values and profits in trade which distinguished 
the former year, but if we include the vast 
majority of our population, and the 
large preponderaneé of capital interested 
in cultivating tobacco, instead of buying and 
trading in it, the results of the year will far 
more redeem its character. The successful 
crops and declining prices of 1875 afford better 
grounds for congratulation than the ruined 
crops and buoyant markets of 1874; but, as re- 
gards the market proper, nearly the oniy agree- 
able feature to which we can refer is the fact 
that Louisville has continued to lead the van of 
the primary markets of the world. There has 
been a small crop to handle, but she has con- 
trolled a larger proportion of that than i» for- 
mer years, and has also done, the extent of the 
general movement being considered, a large 
business for other inferior markets.”

Walter C. Lyman, of New York City, delivered a 
lecture on Cookery as a Hygienic Art before 
a large assembly of ladies. The lecturees being 
a graduate of the National Schoo! of Cookery in 
London, coming to Chicago with the highest 
testimonials of ability and force as a speaker, 
and having made her subject one of deep and 
thorough investigation and study, is well pre- 
pared to instruct ladies in the art of cookery aud 
the hygienic principles of the same. The speak- 
er was well received, and the close attention of 
her hearers was io itself a sufficient testimonial 
of ber ability. 

The first point that she made was that man 
was an outgrowth of his feeding-ground, the 
fact being demonstrated by a glance at the 
Esquimaux, the Indian, and the American. The 
American needed more variety of food than a 
man of any other nationality, and he had it in the 
number and abundance of the animal and vege- 
table growths of this country. But after all she 
doubted whether the many-sided people of this 
country knew how to prepare the food so _boun- 
teously bestowed. It was a well-established puys- 
iological fact that the mental and physical 
strength is increased, or reduced accordingly as 
the food consumed was richand digestible or 
inferior and indigestible. The different organs 
of the body needed the different kinds of food. 
and the student and obrain-workers’ sub- 
stance should not be similar to that of a 
laboring man. Man was formed of infinitesimal 
particies of all the earth contained ; and all the 
earth contained must be made to contribute its 
just proportion to the maintenance of human 
life. This multiplicity of material must be pre- 
pared in a way to retain all of its essential and 
intrinsic parts, but man must know when, how, 
and what to eat. 

Mrs. Lyman spoke of various kinds of food 
to be eaten at certain times, and of the varieties 
to fruit which, in the eternal fitness of things, 
follow the seasons when their properties are 
most craved; and what the healthy body craved 
it needed. Thus the blackberry, currant, straw- 
berry, raspberry, and tormato come in the right 
time. The tomato, she said, is a sure, safe, and 
pleasant preventive of typhoid fever. She also 
classed the onion—the impolite onion—as a 
medicine. The grape, too, was a great 
benelit and luxury in 2 case of 
fever, when, instead of five-cighths of 
the bicod being water. as should be the case in 
health, the quantity was lessened through evap- 
oration. The lecturess referred to the general 
poorness of tbe cooks and cookery in this coun- 
try, and maintained that unless schools were 
established where a cook, the most important 
oftice in the service of a house, could go through 
acourse of training like achemist or other 
student of science, the fault could not be rem- 
edied. 

Mrs. Lyman attributed a greater portion of 
dyspepsia and liver-compiaint, the two prevalent 
diseases of Americans, to the lack of good cook- 
ing. In on ood to her own question, What was ihe 
art of cooking, and what constituted a good 
cook, she referred to Ruskin, Thackerey, Dean 
Swift, and others. The speaker strongly favor- 
ed the French svstem of cookery in preference 
to all others, and pointed out many peculiarities 
and improvements in their system, —its variety, 
cleanliness, and completeness being particularly 
noticeable. 

The speaker declared the style and manver of 
living in this country was ruinous, aod yearly 
becoming more so, and made statements that 
the yearly waste of furniture aod glassware in 
New York City alone was enough te keep Lon- 
don or Paris for ten years, and that the culinary 
departments of housekeeving were as little cared 
‘for. The mistresses were too indifferent or too 
much ladies to attend to their duties, and let 
things go on as smootbly as possible without any 
interference. Such a state of affairs was not 
apt to improve the servants, if they were allowed 
to do as they pleased. and none of them seemed 
to care to make their branch of work a perfec- 
tion. Sheargued that since every branch of 
work d its preparatory school, the kitchen 
mechanic should have hers, aod that the more 
icSned and intelligent she became so much the 
better. ‘Io this end she strongly favored an es- 
tabliched school where the art could be learned. 
The wear and tear of all household goods could 
be remedied, but the in jury arising from a badly- 
treated digestive system was not 60 easily re- 
paired, and for this reason our cooks should be 
educated persons.

Elmer Washburn, Chief of the United States 
Secret Service, arrived in this city yesterday 
morning. bringing with him a number of plates 
formerly in ase by the notorious band of counter- 
ferters headed by Briggs and Boyd, which he 
captured at Centralia and Fulton on the Ast of 
last month. At that time he gained pos- 
Session of a number of og and 2 
large amount of conx.“ ut was un- 
able to find any of the perfect plates 
that were known to be in the possession of the 
gang. From the papers found upon Driggs 
they got a slight clue to the hiding- place, which 
they followed up in the most skillful manner. 
Sunday afternoon their search ended in the 
finding of the plates buried in a corp-field. 5 
miles north of Centralia, on the road to Odin. 
These plates, fifteen in number, were buried 
in five different tin-boxes filled with 
printere-ink. The plates were well waxed, 
and would have been preserved in good condi- 
tion for years. Each of the boxes was located 
by a young sassafras tree, the one nearest the 
roadway having been blazed as an unmistakable 
marker. Among the plates wasthe famous $5 
counterfeit on the Traders“ National Bank of 
this city, the impressions of which were so nearly 
correct as to be almost undistinguishable from 
the originals. So common had it become, and 
so well known, that the counterfeiters found it 
necessary to erase the word Traders” and w- 
sert the word First,” ef that a counterfeit 
on any Firet National Bank in the State could 
be made from the plate by merely inserting the 
name of any town in the State where a First 
National Bank was located. This seizure will 
make the Treasury Department rest most easily, 
for the gang’ was really the only skillfal and 
successful one in the country. The maker of 
the plates. Boyd, is in Cook County Jail, while 
Driggs and bis associates are safe in the Sanga- 
mon County Jail. 

HEAVY BURGLARY. 

The residence of James Bolton, Esq., agent of 
the Singer Sewing-Machine Company, at the 
corner of South Park avenue and Twenth-tourth 
street, was made the scene of a daring and suc- 
cessful burglary lagt Friday evening, and the 
burglars are felicit g themselves no doubt on 
their possession of jewelry end personal prop- 
erty valued at not less than $1,500. The night- 
workers gained entrance to the premises from 
an alley-way, and, mounting a porch, obtained 
admittance into the house through a 
window which had been incautiously 
left unbolted. Once within, they fastened a door 
that communicated with a stairway leading tothe 
floor below, also a door leading into a chamber 
adjoining, and, being thus protected, from inter- 
ruption proceeded to examine the room’s con- 
tents. Having- gathered valuables consisting of 
a cashmere sbewl, sealskin sack, four suits of 
clothing, a large quantity of jewelry, consisting 
of ear-rings, pins, bracelets, neck orda- 
ments, etc., they bastity crammed 
them into * pair of pillow-slips 
which were taken from the bed and retired as 
they had entered. This was doubtiess due toa 
young lady, a Member of the family, who hastily 
ascended the staircase, and “hose movements 
seared them awav, for a valuable watch and 
chain banging in the room, a large quantity of 
silverware and diamonds were acceasible to them 
and were not disturbed. 80 noiselessly did 
the burglars pursue their labor,“ that-although 
Mr. Bolton was. in 4 billiard-room 
on the floor above, and the family were in the 
parlor beneath the room wherein the robbers 
operated, they had no suspicion of what was 
going on, nor did they realize their loss until 
they were about to go to béd, when they found 
the doors locked against them. The matter bas 
been reported to the detectives, but no 
trace of the stolen property is yet 
reported. This m the second time 
within a mooth that Mr. Bolton has been visit- 
ed, and be has prepared himself for future con- 
tingencies. He states that the neighborhood 
has been infested by a gang of thieves for some 
time past, and hopes that they ma be captured, 
and their operations suspended for the future.

CHURCH AFFAIRS. 


Observance of All-Saints’ Day in 
Chicago Yesterday. 


Pastors’ Meeting in Connection with 
the Proposed Revival. 


Moody and Sankey’s Meetings---What 
Mr. Beecher Says of Them. 


ALL SAINTS, 

The impressive Cathotic service of church 
dedication was performed yesterday morning iu 
the church just erected on the corner of Wal- 
lace and Kossuth streets, the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Foley officiating. After the ceremonies usual 
upon such occasions,—the sprinkling of holy 
water, chanting, burning of incense, and prayer, 
—Bisbop Foley delivered an address to the large 
assemblage, in which he referred to the brief 
tame it had taken to erect the church edifice, to 
the prompt way in which part of the indebted- 
ness had been discharged, and exburted, the 
people and congregation to work together aud 
in co-operation with their pastor to clear them- 
selves from all pecumary burdens. He did 
not advise them to sacrifice their home com- 
forts and necessaries for the cause, but to 
be patient, enduring, and cheerful in the dis- 
charge of their duty. He spoke of the school, 
which would soon be under way fn the building, 
as embracing both secular and religious teach- 
ing; the one indispensable to the person's 
worldly and material welfare, the other the only 
means Of salvation and the hope of glory, etc. 
The Bishop admonished all to have great care in 
the training of their children, that no new and 
false doctrine be allowed 8 place in the young 
and susceptible mind, drawing eit away from the 
true faith and the Church. He stated that the 
people did not go to church to bear new transla- 
tions of truth, but to receive instruction and 
guidance from the old teachings and Scriptures, 
and not to hear of politics, science, and similar 
topics, which were well enough ip their own 
place, but rather to be taught of those things 
which Christ meant when He said Go and 
teach the Gospel to all people.” 

The Scripture lesson that Bishop Foley had 
previously read was the ‘* Sermon on the Mount. 
and be made remarks upon the benefits to be 
derived from the strict observance of those pre- 
cepts. In conclusion, he asked them to do their 
ordinary worship m an extraordinary way, and 
not vice versa. He christened the church All- 
Saints; partly ia commemoration of the day, 
and partly because he hoped that the people, 
under the guardianship of Fatter Dann, their 
parish priest, would become all stints. 

A contribution was taken with good success. 

The choir, under the management of Prof. 
Fielding, added greatly to the charms of the 
service, and Miss Mary Byron from Aurora, 
favored the audience with two gems of vocal 
church music during the exemises. This was 
Miss Byron's first appeara m Chicago as 
a sonpgstreas, and if she meefS generally with as 
much admiration and success a she received be- 
fore that church audience, there is not a shadow 
of a doubt as to her future. 

The church edifice is a large, plain, snbstan- 
tiai-looking building of ted brick, two stories 
logh, and is evidently interded to remain for 
some time on its present ste. Owing to the 
rapidity with which it has beer erected, it is as 
yet wholly unadorned, and the wood-work is not 
yet begun ; but when all things are completed as 
it is intended they shall be, the observer cannot 
say that the Catholics of that parish are not a 
prosperous commubity.

Moody came to Brooklyn, curiosity had a legiti- 
mate epbere, and the effect was the bringing to- 
get her o/ great multitudes, and there is in a 
great multitude a magnetic power of individual 
feeling. What six men feel separately brings 
them together, and it is not addition, but — 2 
tion plus. They help each other; so on that 
important fact Mr. Moody, by the operation of 
curiosity, is doing a great work. He speaks on 
two great classes—-one the universal and indi- 
vidual sinfulnees of man as giving rise to one 
earnest want, and second, of the infinitiveness. 
the readiness, the nearness, the beauty and 
sweetness of the supply by the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He does not take the old hard repre- 
sentation of man's state of sinfuluess. He goes 
to work in a milder way. Look at the hymn- 
book, and you will be struck with the fact that 
almost all the hymos are of the persuasive kind, 
not damnatory. You observe Mr. Moody does 
not go through God's Word with abstract arbi- 
tration. He does that which is a great deal bet- 
ter. He deals in truth, not in ation to es- 
tem, but in relation to human wants. Both 
these brethren have got common sense, and 
I think God has given them grace; but 


they are in more peril than they that they 
preach to. It is a piteous — to see a man 
who is by long popularity made vain. He is 
ruined for power, and it ought to be a matter of

Not os- 
tentatious humility. That is a kind of pride.

WHAT BEECHER SAYS OF THEM. 
New York Herald. Oct. 30. 

Plymouth Church was unusually crowded last 
evening.

But nearly every 
page gives another and more positive proof 
of the study Mr. Moody has given the 
Book. In the Old Testament many portions 
are annotaied om nearly every page. 
Especially is this true of those parts treat- 
the history of the Israelites, the 
chosen people of God. Baut in the New Testa- 
ment, open the book wherever one may, the 
pages are marked and annotated in black, red, 
and blue ink to a wonderful extent. Sometimes 
certain words are underscored; again a whole 
verse ia Inclosed in black lines, with mysterious 
numbers or a single letter of the alphabet 
marked opposite. All around tne margins and 
at the chapter heads are comments ou certain 
passages—an idea embodied in two or three 
words, with the more important word under- 
scored. Turning to the texts of the sermons 
Mr. Moody has preached in Brooklyn, one finds 
the burden of his themes often embodied in one 
of those marginal notes. There is scarcely a 
page in the New Testament where a dozen such 
annotations could not be counted; while, in 
some instances, every space in the mar is 
filled, and hardly a sentence has the 
evaugelist’s pen. 


PASTORAL CHANGES IN BROOKLYN, 

New Yor, Nov. 1.--The Rev. Dr. Storrs has 
retired from the Church of the Pilgrims, in 
Brooklyn, o\sr which he has been for many 
years the pastor, and accepted a call from the 
Old Brick Church, in New York. Dr. Storrs is 
one of the most accomplished pulpit orators in 
the country. The call from the Ola Brick Church 
was presented early last week, and accepted on 
Saturday. 

The Rey. Dr. J. D. Fult6n, pastor of the Han- 
son Place Baptist Church, in Brooklyn, has re- 
signed. He says that he does not care to par- 
ticipate in another such meeting as the one held 
on Friday night, when, it is stated, the conduct 
of some of the members toward their pastor was 
obaracterized by anything else than Christian

The Legislative Campaign—W hite vs. 
Black. 
Cincinnati Commercial. 

JAcksox, Miss, Oct. 26.—E very day that I am 
in Missiseippilam more and more convinced 
that the Conservatives willcarry the Legislature. 
They are so determined upon it, and as the Re- 
publicans are without Federal aid, I see no 
chance for them to be checkmated. Have the 
Legisiature they will, and, having that, the other 
departments of the Government will fall into 
their hands as future elect:ons roll around. The 
present Hepublican rule exists only by 
toleration; that is, the whites permit it 
to exist, although they could overturn it any 
day in the year. and almost any hour in the day. 
But, as the Federal Government would likely 
set the concern on its legs again, they have con- 
cluded to take it by the more e means 
of an election.“ They have resolved to take 
the Legisiature this time, and they will do it. 
Nothing can save Mississippi to Republican rule 
but the 2 interference of the Federal 
Government. The question simply is, Had the 
Government better interfere. and save the party 
here yet a little longer, only to fall in the future, 
or let it slide now? 

How will the Democrats gain the Legislature, 
you may ask, when the State is Republican by 
fully 30,000 majority ?

wilino doubt graciously allow the negroes to 
vote for wbom they p for Congress. But 
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turkeys. , and the expenditure 
about 75 cents worth of vowder. the Democrats 
canceled sixty votes that otherwise would have 
been given against them. Look out for Demo- 
cratic ‘‘ gains” in Yazoo. 

Now, what can be done in auch cases as this? 
How are the offenders to be reached? And by 
what power? The State Government is utterly 
incompetent to redress the wrong, and even had 
every one of the sixty negroes been shot down 
in cold blood the State Government would be 
powerless to even arrest a single one of the of- 
fenders. In the proper meaning there is really 
no Government here. There is a thing called a 
Government, but it is self-confessed powerless 
to protect the citizens, evenin the exercise of 
their most simple rights. 

I have this afternoon, from Monroe County, 
another curious example of mmagement to 
carry the election. A Republican meeting iu that 
county last weck was attended by 400 or 500 col- 
ored men, and by seven white Republicans. The 
meeting was perfectly orderly, as most Repub- 
lican meetings are in this State unless disturbed 
by drunken white men. The orator of the day 
was in the midst of his discourse, when thirty- 
five monoted white men, esch with a carbine 
“shooting-iron” swung to his shoulder, and a 
—4 buckled around him, rode past the Repub- 

ican assemblage. They spoke not a word, made 
no disturbance whatever, being, to all out- 
ward appearances, as orderly as a funeral 
procession. They rode past the meeting a 
shart distance,’ dismounted, and hitched their 
horses. saying not a word meantime. Then 
each swung his carbine over the horn of his sad- 
dle, and, leaving a man in charge of the horses, 
they walked to the Republican assemblage. 
They were as silent as the grave, saying nothing 
to one another or to outsiders. They distrib- 
uted themselves about iu the crowd, being careful 
to jostie no one or raise apy disturbance. Then 
they pretended to pay profound attention to the 
speaker, who continued his discourse, although 


perhaps not entirely pleased with this curious |: 


manner of reinforcing his audience. The ne- 
groes were alarmed, their eyes opened to some- 
thing like double the ordimary size, rod we 
might fairly say that their w stood on end. 
Three or four pped out of audience, and, 
with terror depicted in their dusky faces, took a 
bee line for home. Then threeor four more fol- 
lowed them, then others in rapid succession, and 
in twenty minutes there was not a colored man 
on the grounds. The speaker saw his audience 
melt away to seven white Republicans and the 
mysterious strangers. Then the strangers with- 
drew, slowly, silently, ordérly, saying nota 
word, making nota meaning gesture. They te- 
mounted their horses and made off, leaving the 
speaker to continue the address to the seven 
white Republicans. Iam told that the result is 
that the colored men of that county are thor- 
ooghly terrified, and that fully 1,090 of them will 
not vote, thus insuring the election of the Demo- 
cratic candidates for Representatives. 

What law, Federal or State, can reach such a 
case as this? By such means the Democrats will 
carry the Legisiature, saying nothing of the fact 
that not less than 10,000 negroes will vote with 
them, by purchase, moral suasion, and other- 
wise. 


In Madison County, just above here, contain- 
ing about 2,000 Republican majority, and which 
sends three Representatives, a Democratic dele- 
gation yesterday waited on 
mittee with a proposition to “ compromise.” 
They proposed to take two of the Rep- 
resentatives, and ailow the Republicans 
one. This, they said, wonld svoid blood 
shed.

But this 
compromise, one-sided as it is, does away with 
the danger of biocodshed whieh was imminent in 
that county. Tbe Democrats justify themselves 
in this course by saying that the Republicans 
own a very small per cent of the taxable prop- 
erty of that county; that they are entirely igno- 
rant and unfit to send co tent itepresenta- 
tives, and have utterly failed as a ruling class. 
Therefore, the whites, the tax-payers. and the 
property-owners, more interested in the 
welfare of their country and than anybody 
else, propose to take matters into their own 
hands. And they are doing it, and they will do 
it. The next Legislature of Mississippi will not 
contain a majority of negtoes nor of Repub- 
licans of ary color. Republican rule is at an 
end in this State unless there is prompt interfer- 
ence by the Government. Numbers of Repub 
licans with whom I have gonversed see this 
clearly, and several concede the next Legislature 
to the Democrats. Some of them are very bit- 
ter in their denuficiations of Grant and the Gov- 
ernment, saying that they are left without pro- 
tection, subject to insult, mob-violence, and 
overthrow. 

The State is in asad condition, aod all busi- 
ness interests suffer. It is almost in as deplora- 
ble a situation as Arkansas during the Baxter- 
Brooks rampus. That State had a seven years’ 
siege, 1 — in a condition of anarchy half 
the time. The adoption of the Poland 
and the non-interference by Congress was a wise 
act, and Arkansas bas been profoundly quiet and 
steadily improving since. o years ago it did 
not seem that ten years ld bring the peace 
she now enjoys. Will Mi ppi have a like ex- 
perience ? 

The Rev. A. H. Davis, of this county, is a Re- 
publican who does not mean that his principles 
sha!l endanger his neck. He was elected Asses- 
sor by the colored people, attending to the du- 
ties of bis office on week days and preaching 
Sundays, giving satisfaction, in both capacities. 
He was a member of the nds Republican 
Club. Since the Clinton which occurred in 
this county, the Rey. Davis has written a card 
withdrawing from office and from politics. This 
card is a curiosity in its way, and sheds a ray of 
light on the dark background of Mississippi pol- 
itics.
